What About The 
Proposed Charter? 


(To determine Just what the pro- 


posed charter will do for the city of 
Kingston, the columns of The Free- 
man will be open to any question on 
the document. The questions will 
be turned over to the Charter He- 
vision Commlggion for answering and 
will appear in this column from time 
to time as they are asked and an- 
swered.) 


Q—How can money be saved by 


having all city materials purchaaed 
by one agency? 


A—The proposed new charter will 


save money and lower the tax rate 
to be bofrne by the citizens of the 
[community. 


The saving will be accomplished by 


buying in bulk for the city through a 
central purchasing agent, rather than 
by the present small purchase lots 
bought separately and at different 
times by each department. A few ex- 
amples will serve to illustrate - the 
above statements: 


In the year of 1933 gasoline was 


being purchased at 10.1 c per gal- 
lon. For the past year it has been 
purchased in large quantities at 
6.24c per gallon. On a 10,000 gal- 
lon purchase this is a saving of 
$386. Since the city and board use 
from 30,000 to 40,000 gallons of 
gasoline per year the saving for a 
year is approximately $1,500. 


Cement, .which was purchased by 


the barrel, at $3 a barrel, when pur- 
.chased by a carload costs *2.17 per 
barrel. This means a saving of f110 
on a small carload of 132 barrels. 


During the winter months the city 


uses large quantities of salt because 
of icy streets, sidewalks, blocked 
catch basins and for other reasons 
due to .winter conditions. In the 
winter of 1933-4 salt was purchased 
at J20 per ton. Later salt was pur- 
chased in bulk for only $2 per ton 
""he last consignment of salt • pur- 
hased was an amount of 80 tons. 
.The above system of bulk buying 


can be availed of by a purchasing 
agent and; in view of the fact that 
the purchasing agent will be buying 
for all city departments, he can save 
thousands of dollars on the total pur- 
chases of gasoline, salt, coal, office 
supplies, tools, equipment and- many 
other articles used by tfie city. 


If you desire a lower tax rate, then 
vote for the new charter.

Payroll Tax Under 
State Unemployment

The year 1936 will find a new Ui 


on the New York state horison—a 
tax on payrolls 
The ultimate rate 


of tax will be 3%, but to ease the 
approach, the rate for 193* ha* been 
made 1% and for 1937, 2%. 
The 


progenitor of the tax is the recently 
enacted 
Unemployment 
Insurance 


Law. 


While January 1, 1936, is techni- 


cally the starting time for the tax, 
it 1* the 1935 payroll that teal* the 
employer's 
fate 
in 
determining 


whether on January 1, 1936, b* 1* 
•ubject to the tax. 
It 1* therefore 


fitting that the nature and scope of 
the tax be reviewed at thi* time, in 
an effort to promote an understand- 
ing of what i* ahead, and enhance 
compliance with the law and coopera- 
tion with its administration. We 
will try to consider the »ubje« in 
its broader aspect and in a simple, 
non-technical 
manner. 
For 
that 


reaton. It will be necessary to glide 
over or omit entirely reference to 
many of tbe frHls and fancies, ex- 
ception* and proviso* that a law deal- 
ing with so complex a matter must 
necemarily contain. Th* law itself 
l* of course the be*t reference for 
determining 
it* 
precise 
content. 


Here, we »hall deal merely with the 
highlight*, and then only from the 
•tandpoint of th* employer and the 
tax part. The status of the employee 
and hi* right to benefit* will not be 
considered at all. 


The tax depend* upon certain 
phuet having to do with the employ- 
ment, the employee, the employer, 
and the wage. Each of these cate- 
gories will be considered in their 
sequential order. . 


The Employment 


The tax boundaries are employ- 


ment in the State ot New York 
The 
prong* of the 
tax 
cannot 


clutch employment outiide the state. 
Whether 
employment is 
in 
the 
state i* made to hinge on where the 
employment arrangement* are made, 
where the work 1* to be performed, 
and the residence of the employee 
If the employment arrangements are 
entered into in the state, and any 
part of the work, no matter how 
small, is to be performed In the 
state, it 1* deemed employment in 
the state. 
A contract for employ- 


ment of a resident of New Tork is 
taken as entered into in the state, 
irrespective of the actual 
facts 


Where the greater part of the work 
Is to be done in the state, it matters 
not where the employment arrange- 
ments are made, It ia still New Tork 
employment. 


From these principle*. It is clear 


that it may make a considerable 
difference if a. New Jersey mechanic, 
for example, whose 
work was to 


bring him only occasionally into New 
York were hired in New York or 
New Jersey. If the employment ar- 
rangements were made in New York, 
his entire wage for the year would 
be taxable, even If one day* services

were devoted to New York. There 
would be no tax, however, 
if 
the 


hiring was done In NewiJersey. If 
the mechanic were a New York 
resident, it would make no difference 
where the employment contract was 
made. hU wage would be taxable. 
Salesmen and travelling representa- 
tives are perhaps even better Illus- 
tration* for the point involved. 


It may be well to mention that the 


employment need not be for business 
purposes Domestic*, personal chauf- 
feurs, etc.,lar« all part of the em- 
ployment field to which the tax may

white-collar 
worker i* not considered a* among 
:he employees on whose compensa- 
tion tax mu»t be paid 
To put it 


somewhat more accurately and con- 
cretely, non-manual labor getting 
more than at the rate of 12,500 a 
year, or more than |50 a week i* not 
included in the -term "employee" 
The same is true of the wife or 
minor child of an employer. On the 
the other hand. It would appear that 
the compensation of all stockholders 
and officers of a corporation, in the 
corporation's employ, form* part of 
the taxable payroll if the stock- 
bolder* and officer* are respectively 
engaged in manual work or get leas 
than the 12.500 rate. 


The Enptoyer. 


The very small eatabliahment will 


be free from tax because it require* 
four or more employee*, and employ- 
ment (though not neceatarily of the 
awne employe**} of at Iea«t thirteen 
week* or one-quarter of a year, to 
enter the tax domain.
